WASHINGTON, April 14.—It wflfl learned

In 
the same connection an informal meet- 
ing of the ambassadors and ministers in 
this city of the six treat powers of Eu- 
rope WBB held late in-the day.

Spanish appeal will recite her griev- 
ances against the United States stating in 
detail the many concessions she has 
made, and pointing out that it was in 
response to the urgent representation of 
the powers that the last concession 
of an armistice was granted. 


If the powers determine to act their 


influence will ha particularly directed 
toward inducing the United States to 
grant Spain sufficient time within which 
to try the armistice recently proclaimed.

Washington rather than at Madrid, and

reached the limit of concessions and 
nhoald now be given adequate time to 
try what they aud the powers have 
offered ai a means of restoring peace in 
Cuba. There is no BUjgeation, however, 
that this influence at present will be of 
material character, but it ia expected to 
bo an assertion of all the moral influence 
of the powera ia chesting tendencies 
which, it )9 believed, will inevitably lead 
to war. 


Germany has of late shown a disposi- 


tion to avoid exerting etrong influence 
on the United States. Russia is also 
thought to be somewhat indifferent. 
France and Austria are most active in 
the present movement, as they were in 
the former one. Whether all eis great 
powers are ready to join in the move- 
ment ia in doubt, and without thia 
united action it ia felt that the force of 
such influence would bo lost.

Cho nature of thia appeal, it ia pointed 
out, would he to show that Spain's 
recent concessions, granting an armiat- 
ce, were made on the joint request of 
;ho powera and taking tbe ground that 
:he powers had bronght about thia 
action of Spain, they should lend their 
united influence in seeing that tne time 
wae allowed to try the efficacy of thia 
concession. It ia the belief among diplc- 
Hints hero that Spain will make thia 
appeal and that it will meet with favor- 
able response, but word has not yet 
come that tho step has been taken. 


The sentiment at the embassies and 


legations today waa that the action in 
longresa made war inevitable and that 
ittle or no further cbaacea remained to 
escape from it.

WASHINGTON, April 13.-—Tho IIOUBQ of 


representatives today, after one of tba 
moat exciting and memorable day3 in 
ita history, by a vote of 322 to 19, 
adopted a resolution which nine-tenth? 
of its raembera believe mftkca war witt)^. 
Spain inevitable. It ia a fact which;, 
waa grimly commented upon today by"i 
members as they apoke of the future, 
that every war in which the Doited 
States has been engaged began in April 
and that today waa the anniversary of 
;he fall oi Port Sumter, which eronsed 
;he patriotic fervoi of tha north and 
made the four years of civil strife a cer- 


linty. 
The resolutions adopted direct the 


President to intervene at once in Cuba 
to restore peace and secure to the 
people of tbat ialand "a stable and inde- 
pendent government of their own," and 
authorize him to use the army and 
navy to execute tho purpose of tbe 
resolution. 


Although only 19 members—15 Domo- 


crat?, .1 'RnpnhHcana and 1 Populist— 
diteented upon the final vote, the pro- 
ceedings were marred by a bitter display 
of partisan feeling. During tbe height 
of the excitement tha lie wae passed be- 
Lwean Mr. Biumm, Republican of Penn- 
sylvania and Mr. Bartlet!, Democrat of 
Georgia, and a disgraceful scene fol- 
lowed that almoat descended to the level 
of a free fight. 


Order was finally restored and later 


the two members found tbat tho alterca- 
tion had arisen out of a misunderstand- 
ing, whereupon there were mutual apol- 
cgiea. 
Lator in tha proceedings the 


apeaker was obliged to again call upon

Ii 
the farmers of the county will plant a 
sufficient acreage of tomatoes to m&ke 
it an object to handle them the cannery 
will be operated. This statement ii 
Bade positively. The management only 
dwirifl aaguruice that it will have 
exongh fruit and tomatoes to make it an 
•bject topatnpapack. In that event 
preparation will be Imade to open the 
cannery at the earliest tima practicable. 


Tbia eeema to the REPUBLICAN to be a 


matter of sufficient importance to en- 
gage the attention of the Farmers' Club, 
Tomatoes can be just ae abundantly 
produced in the orchards aa in the open 
fields, and ttnir cultivation between the 
rowa of non-producing trees may be 
made to partially compensate for tbe 
failure of the fruit crop.

mnnity that the cannery should not re- 
main cloeed for theeeaaon,butit may 
be made the source of considerable rev- 
enue to the producers at a time when a 
little income will be a matter of great 
importance to many of them.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP OF 


RAILROADS. 


The Berlin correspondent of the New 


York rost gives some interesting infor- 
mation concerning the Prussian rail- 
ruade, which are owned and operated by 
the government. The advocates of gov- 
eTurnout ownership of railroads in thia 
country have never failed to graap every 
opportunity to describe tbe advantages 
of this system tmd to tell ua how satis- 
factorily it worts in tbo countries that 
have adopted it. 
Government, owner- 


ship, they argue, means better service, 
safer service and, above all, cheaper 
service. We have no doabtthat govern' 
ment ownership has improved matters 
here and there—that in one country it 
has cheapened the EOrvico, in another 
made travel safer and in still another 
improved the accommodations, but that 
it haa given satisfaction in all respects in 
any one country we are inclined to ques- 
tion. In I'rusBia, according to the Ftate- 
inents of too correspondent before re- 
ferred 
lo, 
state control 
of rail 


roads 
baa 
given 
anything 
but 


itisfaction 
lo 
the people, though 


the state has no reason to complain. 
The railroads were thoroughly discussed 
during tbe present session of the rekb£- 
tac and diet, their shortcomings pointed 
out and reform demanded, and in the 
diet the government finally promised to 
improve matters. Tho following escorpt 
from the correspondent's letter shows 
tbe character of tbe complaints againet 
the Prussian railroads: 


The Prussian railroad system fur- 


rushes a most interesting etndy. It be- 
longs, with few unimportant exceptions, 
to the state. The put chase by the atata 
of this magnificent network of roads 
formed one of the chief successes of Bis- 
marck's internal policy, ably BB'isted as 
he was in the matter by the greatest 
railroad minister Prussia has ever had, 
Maybach, but the trouble haa been tbat 
once the lines were purchased they fell a 
victim to the curse of "flacaliein," i. e., 
all progress, all improvements on them 
stopped, and they were manipulated 
solely with a view of becoming an in- 
creasing source c! revenue. That, it is 
quite true, they have become, and Prus- 
sia now draws an annual revenue, of be- 
tween 300 and 450 millions oE marks 
clear profit out of her railroads, to tbat 
extent on burdening the taxpayer. But 
against thia one gain mast be eft a vary 
long Hat of disadvantages, such aa tbe 
fatlnre ID extend the net of main Hues, 
which have been notoriously insufficient 
for the enormoiialy increasing traffic; 
tbe failure tareducetheexcesBivefreight 
charge?, which increase the price of 
much food iu the cities to four and fivo 
times the purchasing price; the failure 
to increase the rolling stock, to improve 
the aignal system, to increase the wagfs 
of the employes, and regulate their 
honra of work, etc., etc.; and moat oi 
all tbe failure to keep accidents to pas- 
sengers and employes within reasonable 
limits. 


Theae complaints constitute a formid- 


able list and, viewed through American 
eyed, counterbalance the one advantage 
the state ownership system ia here cred- 
ited with—namely, that it baa profited 
the government. If our railioada were 
put under government control might 
not they also fall victim to the curse of 
"Qecaliam?" Without the stimulus of 
competition might not dry rot overtake 
our railroade? Wonld tbe service con- 
stantly improve, as is tbo caae under 
private ownership, and would the gov- 
ernment display the enterprise in ex- 
tending lines into new country that ia 
displayed under the present system? 


Of course we do not regard the case of 


Prnssia aa proving that government own- 
ership of railroads ia a failure; it doeu 
show, however, that the system is not a 
aucceea everywhere. There ia always 
the temptation to make the railroads a 
producer of revenues, and they cannot 
very well be that to a considerable ex 
tout and give SBtiafaction to the people, 
We have some knowledge of European 
railroad E, end onr information shows 
that they cannot compare with the 
American in point of comfort, speed and 
general efficiency, nor does it strike ua 
that traveling ia materially cheaper there 
than here. Bntnotwithetanding all this 
we confess that we ehould like to Bee the 
experiment of government ownership 
made in tbia country. Perhaps Ameri- 
can energy, liberality and enterprise 
would avoid tbe mistakes that have 
made the system only a partial success 
in other countries. 


WHEN such papers aa the Sacramento 


Kef and Stockton Mail, to satisfy their 
political animne, editorially suppress 
the fact that the suggestion came from 
General Lee himself that McKinley'fl 
message be not transmitted until Ameri- 
can citizens could get out of Havana, 
one begin ii to feel at a loss to know 
where to look lor even ordinary decency 
in journalism. Bach tactics are ex- 
pected from the yellow papers and the

displayed by ita Sacramento and Stock- 
ton contemporaries. Even Ike Examiner, 
unfair as it has been to the adminifl.

While the warm weather of the past 


week haa resulted in increasing the flow 


of water ia Kioj>9 river, with the grati- 


fying result that all the canals are fairly 
well supplied, with a prospect of still 
farther increase in the water supply, 
it has also dissipated whatever hnpa has 
been entertained of cropa of grain or 


of grain hay that will meet the de- 
mand until another crop can ba pro- 
duced. Itia a situation with which this 
valley baa never been confronted eince 


;t has become generally populaledj and 
calla for active measure" to meet tho 
emergency. 


Tho REPUBLICAN is not an alarmist, 


hut it believes in looking conditions 
squarely in the face and of meeting 
them intelligently and with foresight. 
Unless there is a large amount of feed 
for stock raiaed in the irrigated eeetiona 
of this county in excess of the usual 
production, it now seams entirely prob- 
able that there will not be enough to 
meet the local demand, and the impor- 
tation of feed or loss of stock will be- 
come, at least, a probability. With the 
crop failure general throughout.the ntata 
the question of importing feed ia also a 
serious one when the essential matter 


of cost is considered. 


Thia paper believes, however, that tbe 


deficiency can be supplied if the situa- 
tion ia met with the energy that ita im- 
portance warrants. Every foot of water 
obtainable and every acre of laud to 
which it can be applied, including the 
non-productive orchards, should be at 
onca ntilizsd ia the prodnction of feed. 
Indian corn, Egyptian corn, aorghnm, 
millet, beets and pumpkins can be pro- 
duced in vaat quantities if this course is 
taken, and every ton of the product not 
required by the farmers who produce 
it c.in be sold at good prices. In this 
way we can produce enough feed for our 
stock and the money for which it IE sold 


will remain at home. 


The opportunity presented to those 


who have tbe land and the water i& un- 
precedented, and is not likely to occur 
again for many years, if it ever does, 
Stockfeed isnsually abundantand cheap 
in California, and whil" thia abundance 
has failed na this year.it afforda not

J mite Webb yesterday discharged 


from custody John Kolly and Charles 
Device, who wesre sent to jail by Justice 
Crawford without the formality of a 
trial.

more taxes than they can possibly help.

In fact, 
before they arrive:! at Lus Angeles and 
wore told there that they weald be 
tiken fora drive in Fieeno they had 
uever heard of this town. 


"When we passed one of the large 


canala I was asked what rivnr it was. I 
told them that it waa no river, but a 
canal, and tbea explained our irrigation 
system. By the way, all tbe ditches are 
full of water, and tho vinoyardtata are 
irrigating.
